1 . LEDD ITEM ON MAY 1 MORNING NEWS PROGRAM ON SA GOVT-OPERATED 
SABC RADIO WAS REPORT THAT PRESIDENT FORD HAS INDICATED THAT IF 
HE IS RETURNED TO OFFICE IN NOVEMBER, HIS ADMINISTRATION "MIGHT 
CONSIDER ESTABLISHING A NAVAL PRESENCE IN SOUTH AFRICA." ACCOR- 
DING TO NEWS PROGRAM, STATEMENT WAS MADE IN LUBBOCK. TEXAS 
DURING QUESTION-AND- ANSWER SESSION WITH MEDIA REPRESENTATIVES. 
PRESIDENT FORD ALSO REPORTED TO HAVE SAID THAT IF CONGRESS

ITS CLIENTS IN ANGOLA, BEING REDUCED BY OFFICIAL WASHINGTON 
TO A TRIFLING 12,500,000 DOLLARS." 

"THE LUSAKA SPEECH, WHICH HAD BEEN OVER- ADVERTISED IN ADVANCE, 
ANGERED WHITES OF SOUTHERN AFRICA AND FALLING FAR SHORT OF 
BLACK AFRICA'S HOPES. IN DAR-ES-SALAAM IT WAS CRITICISED AS 
SO INADEQUETE AS TO NEGATE THE PURPOSE OF THE TRIP."
